POPULATION. 

It  is  calculated  that  the  Population  in  the  middle  of  the 
year  was  12,983,  and  the  tables  are  based  on  this  estimate. 


BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  was  521, 
an  increase  of  11  over  the  number  for  1901,  and  is  equal  to  a 
Birth-rate  of  40T  per  thousand  per  annum,  the  same  as  last 
year.  The  number  was  made  up  of  279  males  and  242  females. 
The  Birth-rate  in  the  Adminstrative  County  of  Durham  was 
35  6  per  thousand,  and  in  England  and  Wales  28*6.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  222, 
which  includes  18  deaths  of  residents  outside  the  District. 
This  is  68  less  than  the  number  in  1901,  and  represents  a 
Death-rate  of  17-09  per  thousand  per  annum,  as  compared 
with  22-4  for  the  previous  year.  The  Death-rate  in  the  Ad- 
minstrative  County  of  Durham  was  16-6,  and  in  England  and 
Wales  16-3  per  thousand.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  Deaths  among  children  under  1  year  of  age 
was  74,  which  is  37  less  than  the  number  recorded  in  1901. 
This  is  equivalent  to  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  142  per 
thousand  births,  as  against  217  for  the  previous  year.  The 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  1902  in  the  Adminstrative  County 
was  139,  and  in  England  and  Wales  133  per  thousand  births.

RESPIRATORY  DISEASES. 

Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  Pleurisy  accounted  for  41 
deaths,  being  7  less  than  for  the  previous  year.  Phthisis 
caused  15  deaths  compared  with  21  for  1901,  and  the  number 
of  deaths  from  Tubercular  diseases,  other  than  Phthisis,  was 
9  which  is  3  more  than  for  last  yoar. 
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Cancer  caused  7  deaths,  Marasmus  and  Atrophy  8  deaths. 
18  were  due  to  Premature  Birth,  and  11  to  Congenital 
Debility. 


INQUESTS. 

Six  were  held  during  the  year,  and  death  was  ascribed  to 
the  following  causes  : — 

2  Accidental  Injuries. 

1  Excessive  Drinking. 

1  Natural  Causes. 

1  Drowning. 

1  Explosion  of  Blasting  Cartridge. 

So  far  as  your  district  was  concerned  in  1902,  it  maintained 
its  character  as  regards  the  Birth-rate,  which  was  high. 

It  is  also  gratifying  to  be  enabled  to  report  that  the  Death- 
rate  for  the  past  year  is  the  lowest  recorded  for  your  district. 

Whilst  duly  recognising  the  steady  progress  that  has  been 
made  in  effecting  Sanitary  Improvements,  it  would  be  unwise 
to  assume  that  the  conditions  which  are  known  to  contribute 
largely  to  the  cause  of  disease,  have  been  modified  to  the  extent 
which  the  diminished  Death-rate  would  seem  to  indicate. 

DIARRHOEA. 

In  the  absense  of  continued  high  temperature  during  the 
Summer  and  Autumn,  there  was  comparatively  little  Diarrhoea, 
which  is  so  fatal  among  infants. 
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ENTERIC  FEVER. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  notified  is  the  small¬ 
est  for  many  years.  Doubtless,  here  again,  climatic  conditions 
operated  favourably. 

The  cases  with  two  exceptions  were  sporadic  and  widely 
distributed.  Consent  could  not  be  obtained  for  the  removal  to 
Hospital  of  a  child  suffering  from  the  disease  in  a  mild  form. 
The  child  had  an  uninterrupted  recovery,  but  the  mother  and 
another  child  contracted  the  disease  three  weeks  after  the  first 
notification.  Those  two  were  treated  in  Hospital. 


In  seeking  for  the  origin  of  infection,  the  immediate  domestic 
surroundings,  in  a  small  proportion  of  cases,  showed  no  sanitary 
defects,  and  the  cause  was  not  traceable  to  the  milk  or  food 
supply.  But  the  open  midden  still  pervails,  and  badly  paved 
back  streets  and  yards,  lack  of  ventilation,  and  disregard  of  the 
virtues  of  soap  and  water,  are  a  combination  quite  common. 
>?anitary  pails  and  disinfectants  are  supplied 


SCARLET  FEVER. 

Throughout  the  year  Scarlet  Fever  cases  occured,  and 
Measles  was  pervalent  in  the  Spring  months  on  the  eastern 
border  of  your  district,  but  the  form  the  disease  took  in  each 
case,  was  mild,  and  neither  became  epidemic.  Mild  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  are  largely  responsible  for  the  spread  of  the 
disease  ;  parents  will  hardly  recognise  them  as  infectious. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 

The  cases  of  Diphtheria  showed  no  common  origin  or 
relationship  to  each  other,  and  the  open  midden  is  again  held 
accountable. 

I  would  here  take  the  opportunity  of  acknowledging  the  aid 
derived  from  the  privilege  afforded  by  the  County  Council,  in 
providing  free  bacteriological  examinations,  and  I  have  much 
satisfaction  in  recording  that  your  Council  now  supply  Antitoxin 
when  desired  for  the  treatment  of  Diphtheria. 

WATER. 

With  the  exception  of  a  small  rural  section,  the  Sunderland 
and  South  Shields  Water  Company  supply  the  whole  of  your 
District.  The  pressure  was  well  maintained  and  the  quality 
not  questioned.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  convey  the 
water  from  the  nearest  main  to  the  Cemetery  Lodge,  and  it  is 
desirable  that  it  be  carried  on  to  Thistley  Hall  farm  which  has 
not  a  sufficient  and  reliable  water  supply. 

FOOD. 

Only  in  one  case  was  action  taken,  a  carcase  of  beef  was 
destroyed  owing  to  tuberculosis.  There  was  no  intention  to 
expose  it  for  sale  before  inspection. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

During  the  year  extensive  building  operations  were  carried 
on,  and  the  demand  for  houses  continues.  In  Low  Southwick 
the  population  is  very  dense.  The  houses  are  tenemented,  and 
are  not  adapted  for  such  a  purpose.  The  apartments  are  small, 
for  the  most  part  with  low  ceilings,  and  with  small  yard  space. 
As  housing  accomodation  is  provided  in  South  wick-on- Wear 
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and  at  Castletown,  the  new  Colliery  having  attracted  a  number 
of  families  to  the  District,  it  may  he  anticipated  that  the 
congestion  in  the  tenemented  property  will  be  relieved. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  District. 


COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

The  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  were  periodically  inspected  and 
found  to  be  in  good  order. 


SEWERS. 

The  sewers  were  equal  to  the  demands  made  upon  them. 
They  were  regularly  flushed  in  dry  weather,  and  gullies  after 
being  cleaned  out  were  filled  with  water. 

New  Sewers  were  laid  in  South  Back  Ridley  Street,  and  in 
Collingwood  Street  East. 

Sewers  were  relaid  in  West  Back  Cornhill  Road,  Morgan 
Street,  South  Terrace,  and  under  the  Railway  from  George 
Street  to  Stoney  Lane. 

New  Ventilating  Manholes  were  constructed  in  East  Back 
Kertch  Street,  Collin  Place,  The  Terrace,  The  King’s  Road, 
and  Julius  Caesar  Street. 

West  Back  King  Street,  and  East  Back  George  Street  were 
both  repaved,  and  a  great  improvement  thereby  effected. 

The  Western  Ferry  Landing  was  renewed. 
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Daring  tlie  year  progress  was  made  with  the  scheme  of 
replacing  open  middens  with  ash-closets  or  water-closets. 


HOSPITAL. 

In  June  last,  the  South  Shields  Rural  and  Southwick-on- 
Wear  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  was  opened,  and  9  cases  from 
your  District  were  admitted  for  treatment. 

The  Old  Temporary  Hospital  on  the  river  side  is  still  main¬ 
tained,  in  order  to  have  some  place  ready  for  Small-pox  cases, 
if  unfortunately  any  should  occur  in  your  District,  but  its  situ¬ 
ation  renders  it  unfit  for  the  purpose  of  isolation,  and  I  would 
impress  upon  your  Council  the  urgent  necessity  of  providing  in 
combination  with  other  authorities  suitable  accomodation  for 
Small-pox  cases. 


SCAVENGING. 

The  Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  agents. 
Hitherto  there  has  been  no  difficulty  in  disposing  of  the  night 
soil,  but  the  average  distance  to  be  travelled  to  obtain  a  deposit,  is 
gradually  increasing.

SANITARY  CONVENIENCES  OF  FACTORIES. 

Seven  notices  were  issued  with  reference  to  the  Sanitary 
Conveniences  of  Factories.  In  three  cases  whitewashing  was 
needed  ;  in  two  cases  the  water. closets  were  inefficient ;  in  one, 
a  urinal  was  not  properly  ventilated,  and  in  another,  separate 
closets  were  not  provided  for  the  sexes. 
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WORKSHOPS. 

It  was  observed  on  inspection  that  the  terms  of  the  Act,  as 
regards  cleanliness,  air  space,  and  ventilation,  were  being  carried 
oat,  and  in  no  case  was  any  action  necessary. 


RETAIL  BAKEHOUSES. 

The  special  regulations  referring  to  retail  Bakehouses  were 
also  duly  observed.  There  are  no  underground  Bakehouses  in 
the  District. 


HOME  WORK. 

The  number  of  out-workers  on  the  list  is  2  ;  representing  2 
employes,  1  in  connection  with  wearing  apparel  and  the  other 
with  file-making.  The  out- workers’  premises  are  wholesome. 
No  sanitary  defects  were  reported  to  your  Council  by  His 
Majesty’s  Inspector  during  the  year. 


REQUIREMENTS. 

I  desire  to  bring  before  the  notice  of  your  Council  the 
following  special  requirements  : — 

1 —  Continuation  of  the  scheme  for  Re-paving  the  back  streets 
in  Low  Southwick. 

2—  More  frequent  emptying  of  the  ash-closets  in  the  tenemented 
houses  in  Low  Southwick. 
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3 —  Continuation  of  the  scheme  for  replacing  open  middens  by 
ash-closets  or  water-closets. 

4 —  Amendment  of  the  Building  bye-laws. 

5 —  A  Small-pox  Hospital.
